here. The 13 A rmy totalling some 50*000 men is responsible for South 
Yunnan while LUNG T&e-hui f s forces occupy East Yunnan. The 14 Army 
with headquarters at Tali (100-11; 25-43) is responsible for Central 
and West Yunnan* The new 1 and 2 Regiments are under 14 Army* ^ The 
Commander of 14 Army is LT Cbdeng-fang ^ )? WANG ( jL ) 

and YU Chien-hsun (^ -UL $/b ) are Deputy Commanders ; and CHU Chia-pi 

(X ^ ) is Chief of Staff. The 43 Division* with headquarters at 

Ch’Tihsiung (101-34? 25-02), is composed of about 10*000 men and is 
responsible for Central Yunnan. The 42 Division, with headquarters at 
Lichiang (100-15; 26-51), comprises 15,000 men and is responsible for 
the upper reaches of the Yangtze River and for the following hsiens 
HaochMng (100-09 ; 26-34), Chiench’uan (99-54; 26-29), Tengch’uan 
(100-05; 25-59), and Erhyuan (99-57; 26-00). The 41 Division under 
CH’A Yu-sheng, with headquarters at Pa os ban (99-09; 25-07), comprises 
a, 000 men. The Border Defense Command Headquarters is also at Paoshan. 

The new 1 Regiment totaling about 5,000 men is at Tengch’tmg (9#-29? 25-01 }#■** 

A regimental headquarters is at Kutung (98-2 8; 25-23), north of Tengch’ung, 
while one battalion is stationed at Chieht’ou (9&~38; 25-25) and another is 
at Y1ngp # an (98-33? 25-37). There is a regimental headquarters at Chetao (sic), 
while one battalion is stationed at Rentier (98-20; 24-49) end another is at 
Chanhsi (9P-08; 25-04). One company is at Kuyung (98-18; 25-20). One 
battalion is at YingcMang (98-05; 24-46), a regimental headquarters is at 
Chanta (sic), and a battalion headquarters 5s at T’aip’ingchieh (97-52; 

24-40). T^ere is a battalion at Lungch’uan (97-55; 24-20), one company 
at TTsima (97-47; 24-45), and two companies at Jfonytm (97-46; 24-32). 

The headquarters of 122 Regiment of General CH’A’s 41 Division is at 
Kangshih (°£-35? 24-27). This regiment members about 3,000 men. 
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3. More tha n 60*000 Chinese Communist troops were transferred from Hunan 
to Yunnan duHng late September, They were dispatched to southern 
Yunnan, where they are already deployed along the Y mman-Indo china 
border. In Kwangsi Province about 70 ,000 men of the Chinese Coimminist 
21 Array Grotto are deployed along the Kwangsi-Indochim border, GHTJ 
Ch la-pi has returned to Tali (100-11; 25-43), He is still Chief of 
Staff of 14 Array*

more than 200 men is at Lungtao (sic). Troops are also stationed along 
the banks of the Juili Chi ang on the Sino-Burmese border as well as in 
villages and towns, KU0*s battalion totals over 900 men* There are at 
least 200 men at Wanting (97-55; 24-00) in addition to the personnel of 
the Public Security Unit numbering over 60 men* One battalion head- 
quarters is at Che fang (98-18; 24-15 ) and another is at bungling (98-42; 

24- 34)* Approximately 800 men are guarding the road between the Knit *ung 
Bridge and bungling. The 121 Regiment, comprising about 3*000 man, la 
responsible for Chenk*ang (99-25; 24-07), Kengma (99-25; 23-33), and 
Shuangchlang (98-50; 23-28), while 120 Regiment controls Chdangning 
(99-36; 24-50) and Shunning (99-54; 24-35)* The new 1 Regiment, numbering 
about 5,000 men, is responsible for Paoshan, Yungp 9 ing (99-34; 25-25), 
Yangp^i (99-59? 25-40), ffeiakuan (100-12; 25-34), and Yunlung (99-22; 

25- 49)*!

6. Five hundred men are stationed at %itkyim, 2 more than 300 are at Bhamo,^ 
over 100 are at Namkh&ra (97-41? 23-50) and about 400 are in the Muse (97-54? 
24-00 )-Mong Yu (97-50; 23-35 )~%uhkok (9&43A| 24-04) area. The town of 
Kyuhkok itself has no troops and little civil, control. There is con- 
siderable unrest and murders are frequent* Ibre than 100 men are stationed 
at Kutkai (97-56; 23-2?) and over 200 are at Kunlong, In recent weeks the
